The latter helped him on with 
his overcoat, handed him his hat 
(he had ignobly evaded the cheek 
boys at the entrance) and wait- 
ed his departure with as much 
dignity as any baron speeding a 
baronet on his way. There war 
an awful moment. Our here 
coughed, pulled his hat down 
over his eyeg and started for the 
door. But he had forgotten hig 
glasses and had to go back. The 
waiter held them out to him. 
Their eyes met. Cold sweat burst 
out on our hero’s brow. He felt 
like a vagabond with a ten days’ 
beard and the remnants of a jag 
facing an immaculate, politely sw 
| perior police court judge, and 
being asked what. he had to say 
for himself. . 

Could they two ‘have met as 
human beings, he thought, all 
amight have been well—could they 
have met on a desert island, on 
a raft in the middle of the At- 
lantic, on the top of Mt. Whit- 
ney. But they were surrounded 
by a restaurant and by an insti. 
tution. Neither could speak out 
of his role. But the waiter could 
not explain that he and his boss 
were victims of a practice of 
which he did not wholly approve, 
but which apparently had to be 
put up with, whether one liked 
it or not.
